In six of the States, the total reg- 
istration fell below the estimate; but 
in ten of them it exceeded it. The 
District of Columbia registered 22 
per cent, more than the number és- 
timated for it, due, officials believe, 
to the influx of war workers. of 
the States, Vermont's percentage of 
excess enrollment was the highest, 
being 12%.

“The Japanese government is

SOMEWHERE IN FRANCE— 
Hours after the men had caught 
the first sight of the low-lying shore- 
line of France, which stretches 
away as straight as a bayonet held 
in the steady hands of an American 
soldier, the mighty armada swung 
into a gate-locked harbor. 

Cheers for the brave sister re- 
public rang from the decks of the 
big transports as they settled to their 
anchorage like water-worn swim- 
mers, and the Stars and Stripes were 
broken to the breeze beside the 


Tricolor. For hours there was the 
interminable tramp of feet down in- 
numerable gang planks and over the 
stone pavements of this ancient har- 
bor town, which had awakened to 
new life under the impetus of Amer- 
ica’s entry into the world war. 

The stalwart scions of California 
and the great Southwest had come 
to do their bit tn the titanic struggle 
with the Hun. They had at last 
reached the land of their heart's 
desire. True, there were soldiers 
from other parts of the far-flung 
western world in these regiments, 
for sectional demarkations are 
largely eliminated in the formation 
of a modern army, while the Cali- 
fornians marching with measured 
beat through the streets on this 
summer morning, are only a modli- 
cum of the endless thousands which 
the Golden State stands ready to 
offer on the shrine of human liberty. 
But it was California’s largest con- 
tribution to date, and a very con- 
siderable contingent, symbolizing the 
part which that commonwealth will 
enact In the stupendous drama of 
freeing a world. 

These hardy men from the valleys 
of the great Southwest and its des- 
erts, and who had poured forth from 
ite purple mountains at the call of 
duty, had traveled far to register 
their armed protestagainst despotism, 
and stand between the oppressor and 
the weak. 

Incoming troops are a common 
sight to the French, but this did not 
lessen their enthusiasm for these 
crusaders from afar—these sturdy 
men who had hewed an empire out 
of the wilderness under the land of 
the setting sun. 

Than these men there are no finer 
soldiers in France.

When the 
Kaiser's human gorillas began abus- 
ing the Httle ones they started 
something that red-blooded men are 
going to see through to a finish. 
“I'd fight for you, ‘till hell freezes 
over,” -said a huge fellow as 
picked up a bright-faced little ref 
ugee. He had every mark of a 
rough-neck, but you can't always 
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judge a man’s heart by the cor- 
rugated appearance of his hide. 
Reaching their destination the 
men piled off, and. marched through 
green fields to the picturesque vil- 
lage near which they are quartered, 
and which they have transformed 
into a pulsing military center.

portant conference of g,leaders of 
the majority parties of the Reichstag 
was held Sunday with reference to 
the Austrian peace note, telegrams 
from Berlin today report. : 

It was said the deliberations 
would be continued today. 

The peace initiative should have 
been left to the Allies, says the 
Tages Zeitung of Berlin, comment- 
ing on the Austrian peace note. 
“The fate of all previous an- 
nouncements as to readinegs for 
peace and a conciliatory spirit on 
the part.of the Central Powers does 
not encourage great hopes that this 
offer will meet with greater success,” 
the newspaper says. “It must natu- 
rally encounter great skepticism on 
our part.” 

Austria’s move may prove quite 
a “risky step,” says the WNeueste 
Nachrichten of Berlin. The Berlin 
Post fears the offer will be again 
interpreted by Entente countries as 
weakness and a sign of impending 
collapse, as well as a begging for 
peace. 

The Vorwaerts says: “Austria's 
peace tentatives will be welcomed 
by the widest circles of the Ger- 
man people, and many hopes will 
be placed in it, but it is necessary 
to utter a warning over hasty opti- 
mism.”’

POLICE SEEK CHAPIN; 
WIFE IS FOUND DEAD. 


CITY EDITOR NEW YORK EVE- 
NING WORLD IN LETTER SAYS 
HE WOULD KILL SELF. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Sept. i6.—-Mrs. 
Charlies E. Chapin, wife of the city 
editor of the New York Evening 
World, was tound dead with a bul- 
let wound in her head in her rooms 
at a hotel here this afternoon. The 
police were unable to locate her 
husbard. 

At the offices of the Evening 
World it was said that; Mr. Chapin 
has been tn failing health for several! 
years, and that for the past year he 
has been constantly under the care 
of a physician, 

A letter reCeived by a friend of 
Chapin’s late today said: 

“IT have been living with my wife 
for thirty-nine years and have been 
happy during that time. I am con- 
scioug of being on the verge of a 
nervous breakdown and it is ap- 
parent that the time is close by 
when it will completely collapse. 
When you get this letter I will be 
dead. My wife has been such a good 
pal I cannot leave her alone in the 
world.” 

- The writer concluded with direc- 
tions as to the disposition of his 
body and of his property. 

When the police entered the 
Chapin apartment they found the 
body of Mrs. Chapin lying on a bed. 
Physicians said she apparently had 
been dead since early morning. No 
one could be found who had heard a 
shot. 

The police learned that Mr. 
Chapin left the hotel, apparently 
in good spirts at 9:30 a.m., first pin- 
ning a note on his apartment door 
reading “Don’t disturb” and request- 
ing the hotel clerk to plug the tele- 
phone connection to the apartment, 
and see that Mrs. Chapin. was not 
disturbed, as she had been ill during 
the night. 

Leaving the hotel, Mr. Chapin met 
Frank D. Carruthers of the Evening 
World’s business staff, whom he told 
that he had just returned from a 
vacation and had planned to go to 
his office In the World Building, but 
that the illness of his wife would 
prevent him. 

“She got a chill in bathing yester- 
day,”’ he added. 

A chauffeur informed the police 
that Mr. Chapin had driven to the 
vicinity of the Grand Central Station 
and later, about 4 p.m., returned to 
the hotel. It also was learned that 
Mr. Chapin had an appointment to 
meet a friend tonight at the Man- 
hattan Beach bathing pool, where 
he spent much of his leisure time. 
However, he did not keep his ap- 
pointment, and the police have no 
further trace of him. 

Mr. Chapin has been city editor of 
the Evening World for twenty years 
and is one of the most  widely-

Senator Lodge of Massachusetts, 
Republican leader of the Senate and 
ranking Republican member of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, will 
eet forth his views in the Senate to- 
morrow. He declined to comment on 
the Austrian note in advance of his 
speech, but it was ¢xpected he 
would reiterate with emphasis his 
demand for “a dictated peace.” The 
Senatur regards a negotiated peace 
with Germany as inconceivable. Al- 
though it was generally understood 
Senator Lodge would denounce the 
Austrian note, his speech is awaited 
with much interest by his colleagues. 

Senator Townsend of Michigan 
branded the Austrian proposal as 
“a fake’ and a “snare.” He declared 
it had no earmarks of sincerity and 
insisted it should be flatly rejected. 

Senator Chamberlain of Oregon, 
chairman of the Military Affairs 
Committee, said: “Peace should be 
made only after victory. America 
and her allies will dictate the 
terms.”

WOMEN’S WORK, 
WOMEN’S CLUBS. 


BY ALMA WHITAKER. 
Judging the Judges. 


Nine judges and candidates were 
called before the bar of the Woni- 
an’s City Club yesterday and per- 
mitted to testify on their own be- 
half. "Twas a grim hour for them. 
With the most valiant effort they 
could look nothing but perturbed. 
They are the candidates for elec- 
tion or re-election next November, 
but they appeared like prisoners un- 
der indictment. 

There is something painfully un- 
about recommending one- 
self for the job. On the whole the 
judges came through the ordeal 
rather well. We gathered that they 
all thought very Highly of women 
in general, of Woman's City Club 
members in particular, of jury- 
women and of suffragettes. 

And Mrs. Herman Darling, 
a in the absence of Mrs. Van 

Graham, drew the  orations to a 
close in each case, with mgsterly 
emphasis. That is to say, when an 
oration seemed expansive, she cap- 
tured a period, stood up, and 
clicked the gavel—-and bewildered 
gentlemen, in the habit of advising 
the jury in their own good time, | 
hesitated, faltered, smiled weakly, 
and sat down. 

Judge York, witness on his own 
behalf, gave a brief outline of his 
six-years’ record, and sat down 
mopping his brow. Judge McCor- 
mick, minus his mustache, mur- 


pre- 


mentioned that in all his eight years 
of judicial service he had ever elim- 
inated political activity, was the 
first judge to empanel women on 
the jury and found them good, and 
if the club approved him he trusted 
they would signify same in the 
usual manner. Judge Wellborn, 
slightiy: late, looked anxious, but 
steadfastiy declined to talk about 
himself. All. the same, he shared 
the honors with his respected co- 
league, Judge McCormick, in em- 
panelling the first jurywomen, 5&0 
there. And a woman was chosen 
forewoman, and he had every rea- 
son to believe she told the nine male 
members of the jury what to do and 
saw that they did it. He implied 
that Mrs. Wellborn enjoyed some- 
what the same attitude towards 
himself.. If he did not look good to 
the ladies they were not to vote for 
him. 

Judge Houser was in grateful 
mood, verbally speaking, and gave 
thanks for this opportunity. He 
atked the club whether, tf they had 
an employee with good sense, food 
habits and a good reputation, they 
would discharge him to try out 
someone else. He hoped not. He 
had been all that for twelve years. 
Moreover, he had stood for wom- 
an’s suffrage while it was still un- 
popular, while legislators were 
ashamed to be seer talking to suf- 
frage lobbyista and only did it be- 
hind the post. He likewise claimed 
to have been responsible for the 
first Public Defender, in the world 
as far as he knew. He had advo- 
cated mothers’ pensions and he 
started the Red Cross in Alhambra. 

Judge Valentine admitted trepl- 
dations, too. But he said he liked 
to see the candidates investigated 
by such an intelligent audience. He 
| was, he said, a native son, formerly 
a school teacher. His idea of a 
| judge’s essential qualifications was 
honesty, courage of one’s convic- 
tions, impartiality and justice. The 
law he said, was easy of interpre- 
tation, since. it was founded on jus- 
tice 


Judge Avery apologized for being 
a candidate for a mere local. liti- 
eal office while the world Wus on 
fire. It was his first offense. He 
had fought for democracy before 
Cemocracy was popular. He had 
stood for woman's suffrage—in- 
deed, the suffrage committee of 
which the was chairman had still 
approved of woman's suffrage after 
hearing the ladies’ arguments. He 
won a loud round of applause by 
saying he believed in women judges, 
and regretted that Miss Shontz had 
been defeated in the” primaries.

USTRIA’S PROPOSAL. 
Austria-Hungary is again asking the 
Allies for a peace conference, for “an um 
binding discussion at a neutral meeting 
place” where a peace of understanding may 
be discussed. The sincerity of the desire of 
the Hapsburgs for peace is unquestioned, 
there is every reason to believe that it 
profoundly shared by the Hohenzollerns. 
t it is such a peace as a winded thief 
would propose to a pursuing policeman— 
that hostilities between them shall cease 
and that each shall continue unmolested 
the even tenor of his way. Secretary Bal- 
four has already spoken for Great Britain 
rejecting summarily such an offer. Premier 
Clemenceau will doubtless pursue his rigor- 
ous policy of treating all proposals of peace 
from the Central Powers with scorn so long 
as France and Belgium are invaded. Dis- 
patches from Washington are to the effect 
that President Wilson will follow the ex- 
ample of Mr. Balfour and reject categori- 
cally a proposal to consider at this time a 


peace of understanding. 
Mr. Balfour's that “Ir 
responsible conversations are useless be- 


cause they are fruitless” expresses the 
measure which the Alifed nations place 
upon Austria-Hungary. If they were to ac- 
cept the proffer made, Germany would then 
be placed in the position of joining the con- 
ference or of repudiating all that Austria 
had done; for Austria has permitted herself 
to be reduced to the position of a vassal of 
Germany and is wholly incapable of 
aendent action. 

Nevertheless, some response must be 
made to the proposal of Austria for the rea- 
son that it is the fist time that one of the 
Central Powers has officially requested a 
peace conference. But the spirit of the 
note reveals clearly that the Austrian dip 
lomats have no understanding of the mind 
of the Allied peoples. The peace note states 
that it is the object of the Austro-Hun 
garian government to secure an exchange 
of views that would reveal “whether the 
prerequisites exist that would make the 
apeedy inauguration of peace negotiations 
uppear promising.” As far as the American 
people are concerned, this is not a war for 
prerequisites but a war for principle. The 
vigor of the American offensive should have 
revealed to the Hapsburgs by this time that 
America is neither fighting for a draw nor 
seeking a peace of conversation. America 
has never compromised a principle. She 
will not do so now. | 

To pause would be to permit the fruits 
of victory to slip through our fingers. Ger- 
many is hard pressed. Austria has not been 
able to lend valuable assistance on the field; 
ite government is not likely to be any more 
effective in its diplomatic offensive. “Mr. 
Balfour expresses the opinion that the real 
object of the note was to cause division 
among the Allied nations of the West.

In fact, Britain, France and America are 
fighting just now in greater unity than the 
Central Powers.

Austria will not get peace until she asks 
for it on bended knee; until she admits 
herself defeated in the field and throws her- 
self on the generosity of the Allies. The 
only answer possible to the present note is 
a continued exertion of that “force without 
stint or limit” that is driving the armies of 
the Hun from France and Belgium, a force 
that will not relax an instant until the soil 
of the earth and the countries of the carth 
are made safe for its women and children. 
No peace until the last Hun is disarmed or 
dead. Such are the terms, and the only 
terms, on which the Allied peoples will dis 
euss peace. 


Since the beginning of our government 
Americans have frowned on foreign titles, 
but there is no danger that the brave sol- 
diers who are having these alleged honors 
conferred upon them by the French and 
English governments will be spoiled. Gen. 
Pershing will still be “Jack” when he strikes 
the high grass in his own Laclede county 
(Missouri) bailiwick, after the war. 


The plan of sending a fleet of airplanes 
ecross the Atlantic to pester the Huns on 
their own power is not as fantastic as it 
appeared earlier. We should not be a bit 
surprised to see the epoch-making attempt 
made early the coming year. 
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OR THE DAYS OF RESTORATION.

RESTRICTED MONEY

NAB PREACHER; 
HALT MEETING. 


Evangelist at Santa Monica| 


Held for Investigation. 


Alleged to Have Made Many 
Seditious Remarks. 


Taken Into Custody by Beach 
Vigilance Committee. 

An evangelistic meeting was 
brought to an abrupt ending at San- 
ta Monica last night, when a com- 
mittee representing the Santa Mon- 
ica Vigilance Corps placed the evan- 
gelist in charge, A. Ritchie, under 
arrest and took him to the police 
station, where he was locked up 
pending an investigation by Depart- 
ment of Justice officials. 

Ritchie is alleged to have made 
seditious statements within 
hearing of his audience of about 
200 people, the greater portion of 
whom went there out of curiosity. 


The evangelist is said to have de-/ 


clared among other things that the 
United States will regret its en- 
trance into the war; that France is 
a decaying nation and that #ng- 
land had committed outrages in 
China during the Boxer uprising 
comparable to the atrocities heaped 
upon the Belgians by the Germans. 

Through the circulation of 
pamphlets and an advertisement fn 
a Santa Monica newspaper Ritchie 
announced a tent meeting at the 
corner of Fourth street and Utah 
avenue. The first service was held 
Sunday evening, when he was said 
to have displayed pro-German ten- 
dencies. The fact was reported to 
the vigilantes and Chairman James 
Westervelt ordered a committee to 
attend last night’s meeting. 

As the evangelist was being taken 
to jail, a goodiv number of women 
followed and some of them were 
heard to converse in German. 

Ritchie claims to be a prophet of 
God and declares that the end of 
the world is near.
